| Ruſty and well-bdoved, We greet you well, We call 
to mind that im former times the conitant cuſtom was, 
by the mouth of the Lord Keeper for thetime being,at 
the Court of Star-chambzr,inthe end of Trinity Terme, to 
put the Jutges of Aſſiſe ( ſhortly after to undertake their ſe- 
verall Circuits in mind of tuch-things as were then thought 
neccliry for the preſent, for the good government of the 
Kinglome, This courſe in Our judgement we doe well ap. 
prove of, That although Wewant the opportunity,which We 
and Our PredeceffOrs then had, of communicating Our 
thoughts t9 our Judges, for the good of our people,yet We 


do (till retains the {ame care for the ſafety and proſperity of - 


Our good Subjeats: And much more, by how much 
the diſtempers and diſtrations of the preſent times , 
unhappily fallen, have given us fore occaſion; Wee have 
therefore thought ir fit, to ſupply the dete& by theſe Oar 
Letters , wherein , beſides the generall care of Our juſtice, 
commirted roUs by God, and by Us delegated to Our Jud- 
'ges by Oar feverall Commiſſions, We recommend unto yeu 
1n your Circuits,as We (hall do to the reft of your Brethren 
in their ſeverall Circuits, thefe particulirs followjng, 

Firſt, that you take care, by all th: bz{t meanes you can 
to ſuppreſle Popery inall thoſe Counties whither youare to 
g2e, by putting the Lawes made againAthem 1n due cxecuti- 
0: Andthart you take like care to give a ftop tothe over-ha- 
Ry growth of Arabaptiſme, and other Schiſmes, as far as by 
thegood Lywes of the Land you may zand to puniſh the De. 
linquents withan-equall hand , and thoſe ſpecially of cither 
ſorc whom you ſhall diſcover to be ſeditious ſtirrers and 
movers of others to any Ads of diſobediencetoUs , and 
Gur government; and that in your Gharge, and otherwiſe ,as 
you 1thall have fit opportunity, you aflure our good Sub- 
ie&s in Our name, and in the word of a King, who cals Gol 


© witneſſe, that by his gracious aſkſtance weare coaſtintly

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reſolved to maintaine rhe true Proteſtant Reltgion , eſtabli- 
ſhed by Lav in this Church of Enzlar 1, inthe purity there- 
of, without declining cither to the rizit hand or tothe left , 
as we found it at Our accefſe to the Crowne , and as 1t vas 
maintained in the happy times of Qu-ene Eliebzth, and 
King James Our deare Father, both ot happy memory , and 
thercin both to live and dye, 

Secondly., you ſhall let Our People of thoſe Counties 
know;that, according to Our Kingly duty and Oath, Weare 
alſoconftantly reſolved to maintaine the Lawes of this Our 
Kivgdome, and by, and according to them to governe Qur 
Subjets, and not by any Arbitrary power , whatſoever the 
Malevolent Spirits of any ill affe&ed to Our Perſon or Gox 
vernment, have ſuggcſted, or ſhall ſuggeſt ro the contrary, 
And that we ſhall alſo maintain the juſt Priviledges of Parli- 
ament,3s far as ever Our Predeceftors have Jone,and as far as 
may ſtand with that juſtice which We aweto Our Crowne, 
ws ti.e honor thereof: but that We may not, nor will admit 
of any ſuch, unwarranted power, in cither. or both Houſes of 
Parliament, which in ſome things hath bcere lately uſurped, 
not onely without , but againſt Our Royall Conſent and 
Command, And We require and command you , as therc 
ſhallbe juſt occafon offer2d, ina legall way , that you take 
care to preſerve Our juſt right intheſc cafes. 

Thirdly, We charge you, as ycu tender the peace of t!:is 
Kingdome, inthe Government whereof , according tothe 
Lawes,you Our Judges of the Law have a principall p:rc u1.- 
ders, that you take care for ſuppreſſing of all InfurreQti- 
ons, if any ſuch ſhould happen, and of all Riots and un'a v- 
ſull Aſſemblies under any pretence » hatſocver , not warran- 


.ted by the Laws of this Land ; andwhoſoever ſhalltrangreſſe 


therein, that you let themknoiv that they muſt expedt that 
puniſhment which by the Law may be inflited upon them , 
and at your hands We ſhall looke for ſuch an account here-

Fourthly, becauſe the diſtempers of the preſent times, un- 

bappily ſtirred up and fomented by ſome, under ſpecious, 

but unjuſt pretences , and probable to ſtir up looſe and un» 

governed people, under hope of impunity ,as far as they dare 
to make a prey of Our good Subjedts , Wee ſtraitly charge 

and command you to take the beſt order you can in thoſe 

Counties, that Rogues, Vagabonds , and other diſorderly 

people may be apprehended, dealt with and puniſhed accor- 
ding to the Laives , whereby the good and quiet people of 
Our Kingdome may be ſecured, and the wicked and licenti« 
ous may be ſuppreſſed: and We charge and command you 
to give it inchargein all the Counties whither you are ſent 
by Our Commiſſitons, that Watches and Wards be ſtraitly 

kept in all Pariſhes and places convenient,whereby the Laws 

made againſt ſuch diſorders may be put in due exccution, 

Fifthly , and laſtly , you ſball let Our people of thoſe 

Counties know from Us, and by Our Command, that if 
they ſhall p-ofeſſe unto Us , or unto you 1n Our ſtead, any 

thing wherein they hold themſelves grieved,in an Euttble and 
f:ting way,and ſhal deſire a juſt Retormation or reliefe, We 
thill givea gracious care unto them , and with all conveni- 
ence returne them ſuch an anſwer, as ſhall give them cauſe to 
:hnke Us for Our Juſtice and Favour ; ani when you ſhall 

hive publiſhed Our cleare intentions to Our people in theſe 
things , leſt at the firſt hearing they ſhould not fo fully ap- 
pre hend Our ſenſe therein, you ſhall deliver a Copy of theſe 
Oar Letters to the Fore>man oi the Grand: Jury, and to any 
other, if any one ſhall deſire Copies of theſe Our Letters 
for their better information ; and to the endthat Our ſervi- 
cesin your Circuit may not ſuffer through theabſence of 
O1cle:rned Counſel, Our Will and Command is, that you 


aliznc iacvery placeof your Seſſions ſome of the ableſt Law- 
yers 
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yers who ride that Circuit to be of Counſell for Us, to aflilt 


in ſuch Pleas of the Crowne, that may ba moſt neceſſary for 
Our ſervice inthe execution and puniſhment of notoriofs 
Delinquents. 

Of all theſethings We ſhall expe&that good account from 
you, as We ſhall from the reſt of your Brethren Our Jud- 
ges, towhom We havealſo written t9 the like purpoſe z of 
whoſe fidelity and good affetions We are confident as be- 
commeth Us to looke for from you, and for you to render 
to Us, wherein you have ſo great a truſt commitreg.

ef the privil:dgc of Parliament : Be ic therefore declared: by the (aid 
Lords and Commons, That the {aid Earle , #i!!;am Sherman , William - 
Stanly, Tobn Norris» William Ryjnor, nor any other of the parti which 
were alliſting of che ſaid Earle in the Premites , haye done any. thing - 
herein but according to their duties, & in Obedience ro the commanias 
of both Houſes of Parliamient ; and that therefore the ſaid Earlc and 
all other the aid perſons his afliltants and every of them (hal and oughe 
tobe proteRed by the power and Authority of both Hyuules of Parlizs 
ment. And the ſaid Lords and Commons do hereby forbid all Sheriffs, 
Majors, Bayliffes, Conſtables , and other His Majeſties Officers and 
SubjeAs whatſoever, any-way to arreſt, impeach, moleſt , or trouble 
the ſaid Earle, William Sherman, William Stanley , Tobn Norris , William 
Reywr, or any other of the ſaid perſons, (fo allitingro the aid Earle) 
cither in their perſ ons, goods, or eſtates, for, or by reaſon of the pres 
miſes, without the Authority or conſent of both Houſes of Parlia- 
ment,
